M a rio n , Ind., Aug. 7.—The fire at 
this place Sunday proves to have been 
the m ost destructive th at ever visited 
the city. 
Fully three acres of busi­ 
ness houses and other establishm ents 
were sw ept away. 
It was only a few 
m inutes after the beginning of the 
fire th a t apparently it was beyond 
controL 
The efforts of the fire de­ 
partm ent 
were 
confined 
to 
the 
buildings th a t 
had not been at­ 
tacked in order to 
prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
the flames 
The 
ca­ 
pacity of 
the 
w ater works 
was 
tested beyond its lim its and the fact 
th a t there was not even greater de­ 
struction is due to the assistance ren­ 
dered by the private fire protection 
of the Marion Pulp company, which 
turned the w ater from its pumps into 
the city mains and contributed a 
large am ount of hose 
Over tw enty 
buildings were destroyed. 
The fire 
occurred in a p art of tow n covered 
w ith fram e buildings 
The losses 
will reach over $60,000, w ith insur­ 
ance am ounting to $37,000.

Japan. 
According to news received here to­ 
day the Great N orthern Bear intends 
to grab 
one 
of 
the 
most de­ 
sirable 
ports 
of 
the 
Hermit 
Kingdom and establish sovereignty 
over it. 
The story to this effect is 
pronounced of a most authentic char­ 
acter and leaves no don1*! of its tru st­ 
worthiness in the minds of the re­ 
cipients. 
The reason for Russia’s 
move is her desire for a southern port 
which shall be open to her commerce 
throughout the year. 
The only port 
Russia now has on her Siberian coast 
is closed during the rigors of winter. 
The plan is not of recent birth. 
Ac­ 
cording to this information, which is 
here published for the first time, 
Russia conoeived the idea of seizing 
some port in Corea over a year a g a 
To make her attem pt successful an 
opportunity like the present was 
necessary.

If the Russian am bassador a t T^kio 
(who by the way, is considered the 
ablest diplom at in the service of the 
czar) would divulge his secret opera­ 
tions of the last year it would be es­ 
tablished beyond question th a t this 
was had been hatched bv the w arm th 
of the Russian bear rather than by 
the heat of the dispute betw een China 
and Japan. 
This inform ation is believed to be 
in the possession of the state depart­

I t is pretty 
safe to say, however, th a t the admin­ 
istration believes but for Russian in­ 
trigue the present w ar would not have 
come 
to 
pass.

the w ar may be expected to end in a 
very short time. 
Russia's contem ­ 
plated act may therefore be looked 
for a t any m om ent 
It is not believed 
th a t either Japan or China will reseat 
it 
Japan 
is said to be secretly 
backed by Russia, and China would 
prefer Russia's seizure of a port in 
Corea to a Russian advance into Chi­ 
nese territory from the north. 
G reat Britain may chafe, b u t she 
has too much to attend to a t present 
to protest, much less to attem pt forci­ 
bly to check Russia in carrying out 
her coup. 
And the situation in Eu­ 
rope is altogether too ticklish to look 
for protest from any of the other 
powers. 
There is no more likelihood 
of this country's interfering 
than 
there is of its joining the triple alli­ 
ance to keep open the treaty ports. 
This country will let Asia and Europe 
settle their troubles themselves.

CHANGES IN POSTAGE STAMPS. 


N um ber o f T h ose In U se to b e R ed uced — 
L ist W ill be A ltered . 
Im portant changes in the denomina­ 
tions of postage stamps are contempla­ 
ted by the post office departm ent. The 
principal ones are in the newspaper 
and periodical series, but the regular 
series is also to be altered. One of the 
latter, the ones, twos, threes, fours, 
fives, sixes, eights, tenB and fifteens, 
which are now in use, will be contin­ 
ued. 
The present 30 and 90 cent or­ 
dinary stamps probably will he discon­ 
tinued, and 50 cent and l l , $2 and 
$5 stamps will be added to the series. 
It is intended to reduce the number 
of denominations of the newspaper 
and periodical stamps from twenty- 
four to twelve or thirteen. 
The $1 
stamp, now printed for the first time 
by the 
Bureau of 
Engraving and 
Printing, is the donbtfulone, h u t 
it 
will probably be finally decided on 
favorably to its continued nae. 
The 
new denominations 
of the series, 
either now printed by 
the bureau 
for the

time or to be re­ 
issued later are 5, 25 and 50 cents and 
• I, $5, f IO, $50 and HOO. 
Those to 
be dropped out of use are 3, 4, 6, 8, 
12, 24, 36, .48, GO, 72, 84, 96 cents, 
l l , $2, $3, $6, $9, $12, 924, $36, $48 
and $60. 
All the postage due stam ps have 
been re-engraved under the present 
contract and slightly reduced in t ize 
from the form er output of the con­ 
tractor. 
All these changes have been 
practically approved by the officials, 
subject, however, to modification if 
deemed advisable.

Committee From this County Visited 
Michigan 
Four Years Ago and 
Were 
Satisfied 
that the Plants 
Would Live But the Winters Have 
Proved Too Severe. 


Bare and 
ragged disappointment 
are the honey locust hedges on which 
Rock county farmers have lavished 
money and labor. 
A committee of 
Rock county farmers went over four 
years ago into Michigan where the 
honey locust hedge has been a pro­ 
nounced success, and were satisfied 
that such a hedge as they inspected 
across the lake would be just the thing 
for the prairie, farms of Wisconsin. 
Men interested in the honey locust 
hedge assured Rock county farmers 
that the honey locust would grow 
here, and gnaranteed to prodace a 
flrtt-class hedge for all who invested. 
Many did invest, agreeing 
to pay 
twenty-five cents a rod for four years, 
the Michigan syndicate guaranteeing 
a successful hedge at the end of the 
fourth year, all repairs, and in fact 
the planting 
and 
re-planting and 
trimming of the trees were to bo done 
by 
the 
company 
during 
the 
four 
years. 
Miles 
of 
this 
hedge were sent out three years ago 
last spring. 
The first year the hedges 
grew finely and those who had made 
contracts were congratulating them­ 
selves and one* another 
that they 
would so n be in possession of a dura­ 
ble and successful fence at the cost of 
only one dollar a rod. 
The first 
winter a large number of the plants 
were killed by the 
severe 
winter 
weather. 
The dead plants were all 
replaced in the early spring. 
The 
second winter many more of the first 
setting died and were replaced. 
The 
wiuter was the same, and farmers re­ 
alized that our winters were too 
severe for the honey locust to thrive, 
and when the company’s men appeared 
to set plants they were so informed, 
and allo that the Rock county farm' 
era would 
not pay any more for 
the hedge. 
GfWCe O range 
No n e tte r. 
“ It will do very well if protected,” 
said Captain W. T. 
Vankirk, who 
planted a hedge on his farm west of 
the city. “ My hedge amounts to noth­ 
ing. 
One little piece protected by the 
tobacco sheds looks well, but the rest 
of it is worthless. 
It winter kills 
terribly, and when the dead plants rr 
tree) are removed or rot. the hedge is 
left full of holes, so that it is worth­ 
less as a fence. My hedge is no better 
than any other in the county; they are 
all satisfied that it will not be of use 
aa a hedge.” 
Much of this kind of hedge was set 
cut in La Prairie and Harmony three 
years ago. 
All of it bas turned out 
badly and all who invested feel sorely 
disappointed at the result. 
So far 
their experiments with the honey lo­ 
cust hedge have cost seventy-five cents 
a rod, with an additional twenty-five 
cents a rod cost in sight, should the 
Michigan 
men insist on their con­ 
tracts. 
Many experiments have been made 
by Rock county farmers in growing 
hedges for fence purposes. 
None of 
them have been successful owing to 
the severe winters. Osage orange was 
experimented with in an* early day, 
but this, claimed to be a hardy hedge, 
proved very unsuccessful, and was 
given up.

Crimes Innumerable Have Their Origin 
in the Cravings of Men and Women 
for Fine Dress—Arnold Betrayed His 
Country for His Wlfe*s Attire. 


B r o o k l y n , Aug. 5.— Rev. 
Dr. Tal­ 
mage, who is now in Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia, on his round-the-world tour, 
has chosen as the subject of his sermon 
for to-day through the press: 
“The 
Tragedy of Dress,” the text selected 
being L P et, iii; 3-4: 
“Whose adorn­ 
ing let it not be that outward adorn­ 
ing of plaiting the hair, and the wear­ 
ing of gold. 
or of putting on of ap­ 
parel; but let it be the hidden man of 
th e h ea rt” 
T hat we should all be clad is proved 
by the opening of the first wardrobe 
in Paradise, with its apparel of dark 
green. 
That we should all, as far as 
our means allow us, be beautifully 
and gracefully appareled, is proved 
by the fact that God never made a 
w ave but he gilded it with golden 
sunbeams, or a tree but he garlanded 
it with blossoms, or a sky but he 
studded it with stars, or allowed even 
the smoke of a furnace to ascend but 
columned and turreted aud domed and 
scrolled it into outlines of indescrib­ 
able gracefulness. 
When I see the 
apple orchards of the spring and the 
pageantry of the autumnal forests 
com e to the conclusion that if nature 
ever does join the church, while she 
may be a Quaker in the silence of her 
w orship she never w ill be a Quaker 
in the style of her dress. 
Why the 
notches of a fern le a t or the stamen 
o f a water lily? 
Why, when the day 
departs, does it let the folding doors 
o f heaven stay open so long, when it 
m ight go in so quickly? 
One summer 
morning I saw an army of a million 
spears, each one adorned w ith a dia­ 
mond of the first water—I mean the 
grass with the dew on i t 
When the 
prodigal came home his father not 
only put a coat on his back but jew­ 
elry 
on 
his 
hand. 
Christ wore 
a 
beard. 
Paul, 
the 
bachelor 
apostle, 
not 
afflicted 
w ith 
any 
sentim entality, admired the arrange­ 
m ent of a woman's hair when he 
said, in his epistle, “If a woman have 
long hair, it is a glory unto her.” 
There w ill be a fashion in heaven as 
o n earth, but it w ill be a different 
kind of fashion. 
It w ill decide the 
■color of the dress; and the population 
o f that country, by a beautiful law, 
w ill wear white. 
I say these things 
as a background to my sermon, to 
show you that I have no prim, precise, 
prudish or cast iron theories on the 
subject of human apparel. 
But the 
goddess of fashion bas set up her 
throne in this world, and at the sound 
o f the timbrels we are all expected to 
fall down and worship. 
The old and 
new testam ent of her Bible are the 
fashion plates. 
Her altars 
smoke 
w ith the sacrifice of the bodies, minds 
and souls of ten thousand victim s 
In 
her temple four people stand in the 
organ loft, and from them there comes 
dow n a cold drizzle of music, freezing 
on the ears of her worshipers 
This 
goddess of fashion has become a rival 
o f the Lord of heaven and earth, and 
it is high time that we unlimbered onr 
batteries against this idolatry. 
When 
I come to count the victims of fash­ 
ion, I find as many masculine as femi­ 
nine. Men make an easy tirade against 
woman, as though she were the chief 
woiahiper at this idolatrous shrine, 
and no doubt some men in the more 
conspicuous part of the pew have al­ 
ready cast glances at the more retired 
part of the pew, their look a prophecy 
o f a generous distribution. 
My ser­ 
mon shall be as appropriate for one 
end of the pew as for the other. 
Men are as much the idolaters of 
fashion as women, but they sacrifice 
on a different part of the altar. 
With 
me n the fashion goes to cigars and 
club rooms and yachting parties and 
w ine suppers. 
In the United States 
the men chew up and smoke one hun­ 
dred millions of dollars' worth of to­ 
bacco every year. 
That is their fash­ 
ion. 
In London, not long ago. a man 
died who started in life with seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
but he ate it all up in gluttonies, 
sending his agents to all parts of the 
earth for some rare delicacy for the 
palate, sometimes one plate of food 
costing him three or four hundred 
dollars. 
He ate up his whole fortune, 
and only one guinea left; with that he 
bought a 
woodcock, 
and had 
it 
dressed in the very best style, ate it, 
gave tw o hours for digestion, then 
walked out on Westminster bridge and 
threw him self into the Thames, and 
died, doing on a large scale what j*ou 
and I have often seen done od a small 
scale. 
But men do not abstain from 
m illinery and elaboration of skirt 
through any suDeriority of humility. 
It is only because such apendages 
would be a blockade to business. 
W hat would sashes and trains three 
and a half yards long do in a stock 
market? And yet men are the disci­ 
ples of 
fashion just 
as much as 
women. 
Some of them wear boots so 
tig h t they can hardly walk in the 
paths of 
righteousness. 
And there 
art? men who buy expensive suits of 
clothes and never pay for them, and 
who go through the streets in great 
stripes of color like animated checker­ 
boards. 
I say these things because I 
w ant to show you that I am impartial 
in my discourse, and that both sexes. 
in the language of the surrogate's of­ 
fice, shall * ‘share and share alike.” As 
■God may help me. I shall show you 
w hat are the destroying and deathful 
influences of inordinate fashion. 
The first baleful influence I notice 
is in fraud, illim itable and ghastly. Do 
you know that Arnold of the revolu­ 
tion proposed to sell this country in 
sorrier to get money to support his 
w ife ’s wardrobe? 
I d e a t e here be­ 
fore God and this people that the

business men to temporal perdition 
than all other causes combined. What 
was it that sent Gilman to the peniten­

pletely upset our American finances? 
What was it that overthrew the United 
States secretary at W ashington, the 
crash of whose fall shook the conti­ 
nent? But why should I go to these 
famous defaultings to show what men 
w ill do in order to keep up great home 
style and expensive wardrobe, when 
yon and I know scores of men who 
are put to their wits' end, 
and are 
lashed from January to December in 
the attem pt 
Our politicians may 
theorize until the expiration of their 
terms of office as to the best way of 
improving our monetary condition in 
this country; it w ill be of no use, and 
things w ill be no better until we learn 
to put on our heads, and backs, and 
feet and hands no more than we can 
pay for. 
There are clerks in stores and banks 
on limited salaries who, in the vain at­ 
tempt to keep the wardrobe of their 
family as showy as other folk's ward­ 
robes, are dying of muffs, and dia­ 
monds, and shawls, and high hats, 
and they have nothing left except 
what they give to cigars and wine 
suppers, and they die before their 
time and they w ill expect us ministers 
to preach about them as though they 
were the victims of early piety, aud 
after a high class funeral, with silver 
handles at the side of the coffin, of 
extraordinary brightness, it will be 
found out that the 
undertaker is 
cheated out of his legitim ate expenses! 
Do not send me to preach a funeral 
sermon of 
blurt out 
that he was strangled to death by his 
w ife’s ribbons! 
Oar 
countries are 
dressed to death. 
You are not sur­ 
prised to find that the putting up of 
one public building in New York cost 
m illions of dollars more than it ought 
to have cost, when you find that the 
man who gave out the contracts paid 


and women so much on their dress 
they have got nothing left for the work 
of God and the world’s betterm ent 
In my first settlem ent at Belleville, 
N. J., the cause of missions was being 
presented one Sabbath, and a plea for 
the charity of the people was being 
made, when an old Christian man in 
the audience lost his balance, and 
said right out in the midst of the ser­ 
mon: “Mr. Talmage, how are we to 
give liberally to these grand and

character visible? 
They all land in 
idiocy. 
I have seen men at the sum­ 
mer watering-places, through fashion, 
the mere wreck of what they once 
were.

In the combustion of fuel for boilers 
it is demonstrate*!, though not in ac­ 
cordance with common supposition, 
th at coke ^ better than coal,and char­ 
coal better still for producing intense 
heat, because of the larger percentage 
of carbon they contain. 
The point in 
this case is thus explained: 
Carbon 
requires for its combustion two pounds 
of oxygen to one pound of carbon, and 
hydrogen about eight parts of oxygen 
to one of hydrogen—combustion being 
simply the uniting of a substance w ith 
the oxygen of the air in such a way 
th at they produce heat; in the case of 
carbon, then, the combination of two 
pounds of oxygen and 
one pound 
of 
carbon 
produces 
carbonic 
acid 
gas, 
and 
the 
production 
of 14,500 heat units, and the combina­ 
tion of two parts of carbon and two 
parts of oxygen produces only 8,800 
heat units for the two pounds of car­ 
bon, against 14,500 heat units for one 
pound of carbon where the proper 
supply of air is a t hand. 
The action 
arises, it is thought, from the fact 
th a t when the air passes through the 
fuel it takes the proper combustion, 
but, passing further on through the 
bed of fuel, takes up an additional 
increm ent of carbon, and the h e a t 
generated by the perfect combustion 
of the first particle of carbon disap­ 
pears to a large extent in the work of 
turn -l r the other particles of carbon 
into u ga&

The hottest region on the earth’s 
surface is on the southwestern coast 
of Persia, on the borders of the Per­ 
sian gulf, says an exchange. 
For 
forty consecutive days in the months 
of July and August the mercury has 
been known to stand above IO) de­ 
grees in the shade night and day, 
and to run up as high a3 13 ) de­ 
grees in tho middle of the afternoon. 
At Bahrin, in the center of the most 
torrid part of this most torrid bel t, 
as though it were nature’s intent to 
make this place as unbearable as 
possible, water from wells is some­ 
thing unknown. 
Great shafts have 
been sunk to a depth of 50 J feet, but 
always with the 
same result—no 
water. Notwithstanding this serious 
drawback, a numerous population 
contrive to live there, thanks to co­ 
pious springs, which burst 
fort b 
from the bottom of the gulf more 
than a mile from the shore. 
The 
water from these springs is obtained 
in a most curious and novel manner. 
Machadores, whose sole occupation 
is that of furnishing tho people of 
Bahrin, with tho life-giving fluid, 
repair to that portion of the gulf 
where the springs are situated, and 
bring away with thorn hundreds of 
skin bags full of the water each day. 
The water of tho gulf whore tho 
springs burst forth is nearly 200 feet 
deep, but the machadores—divers— 
manage to fill their goat-skin sacks 
by diving to the bottom aud holding 
the mouths of tho bags over tho 
fountain jots: this. too. without al­ 
lowing trie saltw ater of the gull to 
mix with i t 
Tho source of these 
submarine fountains is thought to bo 
in the hills of Osmond, 500 milos 
away. 
Boing situated at tho bottom 
of the gulf, it is a mystery how they 
wore ever discovered, but tho fact 
remains they have been known since 
the dawn of history.
